It will be seen that we succeeded, in two schools, in 
completing the legal school year of 36 weeks. The Riy- 
erside school was interrupted by the prolonged illness of 
the teacher. As it seemed inadvisable to continue school 
beyond the first of July the year was shortened, by con- 
sent of the state board, and the school closed at that 
time. 

The average membership of the schools is the same 
as the preceding year. 

Only one pupil succeeded in getting upon the roll 
of honor, with perfect attendance record, and that for a 
single term, a most unusual circumstance. 

The considerable number of children in the Number 
One district at the opening of school last September 
made it seem advisable to open that school, and it has 
been in session, in addition to the three in session last 
year. 
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New texts have been provided in geography, for all 
books on geography were made obsolete by the great 
war. Recent investigations in the vocabulary of chil- 
dren, and the methods of teaching spelling, have made 
the new texts much more valuable than the old, and the 
schools have been furnished with what we believe to be 
the best of the new texts. An inexpensive, but efficient 
and satisfactory method of teaching hand writing has 
been introduced. 

The legislature, at its last session, amended the 
educational act so that districts which require state aid 
must now raise a tax of one-half of one per cent upon 
the equalized valuation of the district, instead of upon 
the selectmen’s valuation, as heretofore, for the support 
of elementary schools. This means, for Alexandria, the 
sum of $2,149.32, one-half of one per cent of the equalized 
valuation of $429,863.
